ansirer was ■^a" - and he made it in a direct and emphatic way. 

Ho went on to say that both he and :^?THRCrST realise that UTIL ITT 
la no OAflXRI^ but that #OTBUST has been most Impreosed with 
UTILITT's oaln and obJeotlTO analysis of items of intelllgeaoe . 

He paxticularly mentioned the time a ispnth or so ago when Ulniater 
Proaldent ZINH, of Hesse, arrived in Ul-THR'JST|e, office with a hot 
report, and UTILITT, being there, dlseoted the report item by item, 
differentiating between those bits of infonnati^ already known, 
anolyied and not believed to bo alarming j those not known but 
probably dubious} and the haaty ooncluaiona that had been arrived 
at in the report. UTILm's professionalism on this case seems to
